DEVICE PREVENTS STREET CARS 
FROM STARTING WITH A JERK 


Automotoneer Being Installed on 
Controller Box Will Insure Smooth 
Riding, Officials Say. 

A small device to prevent street cars 
from starting with jerks ts being in- 
stalled on all cars of the United Rail- 
ways Co. Its technical name is auto- 


motoneer. 

When it is placed on the controller 
box a motorman cannot start his car ex- 
cept slowly and smoothly, and cannot 
increase the speed suddenly. The device 
permits the stopping of a car. as quickly 
as under the dld system. 

The automotoneer is a circular piece of 
iron which fits on top of the controller 
box and under the controller. It is 
notched so that a motorman may turn 
the controller forward only one notch at 
a time. When he moves it one notch the 
controller automatically locks, and be- 
fore it can be moved another notch the 
motorman must release it. Street rail- 
way Officials say that it also will pre- 
vent the blowing out of fuses and will 
result in a saving of equipment. 


CROOK IN MULES’ TAILS HELD TO 
BE SUFFICIENT TO VITIATE SALE 


Kansas City Court of Appeals Af- 
firms Decision in Case of Cass 
County Farmers. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 4.—Rules 
as to mule’s tails entered into the pro- 
ceedings of the Kansks City Court of 
Appeals today when the Court held, ir 
affirming a Cass County decision, that 
the buyer of a mule, wiich proved to 
have a crooked tail when the animal 
Was represented to be “sound,” is en- 

titled to recover the cost price. 

James R. Connelly, a farmer, brought 
suit against Alonzo Parish, also a farm- 
er, for the purchase price of two mules, 
which he alleges he had bought from 
Paris believing them to be sound.

Tickets Sold Openly in Saloons 
and Cigar Stores Without Po- 
lice Interference. 


PROFITS FOR PROMOTERS 


Prizes Paid for Combination of 
Teams Scoring Highest and 
Lowest Number of Runs. 


hundreds of saloons, cigar 


and small shops of 
throughout the city, profes- 
gamblers are selling basebali 
policy pools with practically no at- 
tempt of concealment, and under a 
system which apparently is netting 
them an aggregate of thousands of 
dollars a week from this petty form 
of gambling. Since the starting of 
the baseball season these policy pools 
have been multiplying and the gam- 
bling has continued without inter- 
ruption on the part of the police. 

These sure-thing gamblers have 
perfected a system by wHich in many 
cases they are not compelled to pay 
any of the daily and weekly prizes 
they offer and by which their profite 
generally are five times the amount 
they could possibly be called on to 
pay out. The pools have developed 
into a gambling industry in which 
the play amounts to thousands of dol- 
lars daily. 

Investigation by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter shows that the downtown 
business district especially is honey- 
comed with the headquarters for thos 
form of petty gambling, while a 
large number of “runners,” many of 
them mere boys, peddle the pools in 
office buildings and business houses

Sold at 300 Places. 
One man who was busy disposing of 


the pools said that they were being 
sold at more than 300 places in St. Louis 
and that he guessed the average num- 
ber of patrons of this form of gam- 
bling exceeded 15,000 daily. Almost -all 
of them are conducted upon a basis of 
25 cents a chancé, but sd profitablé have 
they become that a number have re- 
cently been organized upon a basis of 10 
dents a chance. 

While from the names appearing upon 
the various slips it would appear that 
there are a large number of promoters 
and that various pools are not connected, 
it is nevertheless the fact that reports of 
a winning made by any man in one pool 
spreads to the patrons of other pools 
within a few hours as if sent out from 
some central headquarters. 

The pool selling is conducted by means 
of printed slips bearing the names of 
various major league baseball teams. 
Some slips carry only the names of the 
National and American league clubs, 
while others include the names of the 
Federal League clubs. 

The promoters of the pools punch the 
names of three clubs upon each ticket 
and place the tickets in sealed envelopes. 
These envelopes are sold at 2% cents 
each. The holder may then determine 
whether or not he has won by the score 
of the various games. at the end of the 
day. Generally the highest score that 
can be totaled by any three clubs and 
the lowest total scores by three clubs 
secure the daily prizes. 

With the three-team combination there 
are 2024 chances in each pool. Some of 
the pools have a four-team combination 
in which there are 10,626 chances. 

The daily prize for a three-team com- 
bination generally is $2.50, while the 
highest weekly prize for a three-team 
combination is generally $25. The total 
that the promoters might be called upon 
to pay for a three-team combination is 
about $72, including second and third 
prizes. 

The four-team combinations generally 
pay $10 daify with a total weekly list of 
prizes of $275. If all the ticketa are sold 
by a three-team combination the pro- 
moters’ profits figure up about $433.50 + 
week, while if.a four-team pool is sold 
out the promoters’ profits would exceed 
$2000 weekly. 

But the Post-Dispatch reporter was in- 
formed that seldom, if ever, are tho 
pools entirely sold out. In this condi- 
tion the promoters hold for themselves 
all the chances contained in the unsold 
tickets so that it is possible (hat they 
may retain all the winning combina- 
tions and not be obliged to pay any 
prizes. 

If the holder of a ticket should draw 
three teams which totaled 2% runs for 
one day and there was any. possible 
combination of teams which compiled 25 
runs, the promoters do not have to pay 
if the highest combination was unsold. 


Little Effort at Concealment. 


There is little effort at concealment re- 
garding the selling of the pools. They 
are asked for in much the same manner 
that a drink is ordered. 

The busy time for the pool selling 
is from noon until 3 o'clock, but a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch in a casual 
trip after 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
had no difficulty in buying pools. 

All questiong as to the responsibility 
of the men behind this pool system are 
met with a smile. The bartenders who 
sell the tickets profess that they do not 
know. Several of them told a re- 
porter that a man comes in every even- 
ing with

On this site, 
of which possession will be obtainei 
‘Jan. 1 next, there will be erected, 
during the year 1916, the most mod- 
}ern and complete newspaper building

in the United States—the future home 
of the Post-Dispatch. The building will 
cost about $400,000. 

By this transaction, the most im- 
portant in’ downtown realty since 
the erection of the Railway Exchange 
building, the Post-Dispatch shows its 
confidence in the stability of St. Louis 
real estate values, and provides itself 
with a location suited to its present 
demands and its future growth, 

Mr. Fred G. Zeibig, of Cornet & Zeibig, 
a real estate expert, was frequently 
consulted by the Post-Dispatch in its 
consideration of many different sites 
and in the final selection. 

The building will be six or eight 
stories high with basement and sub- 
basement, and will have the ground 
dimensions of the present Culver 
building—126 feet 9 inches on Twelfth 
istreet, running north to the building 
occupied by the ‘Burroughs Ad- 
ding Machine Co., and east on Olivs 
street a distance of 100 feet, to the 
20-fodt alley in the rear. 

The Post-Dispatch will o¢cupy the 
greater part of the building for its 
own use, having not less than 
190,000 square feet of floor space

NEW YELLOW DYE 
EXTRACTED FROM 
POMMON HEDGES 


Wisconsin Experimenter Gets 
Product From Osage Orange. 
—Redwood Hunted. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 4.—Uncle 
Sam in part has solved the problem 
of dyestuffs caused by the ban on Ger- 
man exports of coloring matter. The 
Osage orange, or common hedge of the 
Middle West, has been found by timber 
experts to contain coloring material 
which can be developed into various 
shades of yellow. The experiments have 
so far been carried out to demonstrate 
that the new dye is suitable for usé of 
either cotton or woolen fabrics. 

The Government forest products lab- 
oratory at Madison made the discoverv 
under the direction of Howard F. Weiss, 
head of the laboratory. When the war 
opened it was realized that there would 
be a decrease in shipments of dyestuff 
and Director Weiss immediately began 4 
study of Amierican woods to see what 
could be produced. The Osage orange 
was chosen because of the cojpr of the 
wood, and the ex: \iments were success- 
ful from the start. Experts are now 
working on some Mexican woods, in 
search of one which will produce red. 

The new dye, it announced, can be 
produeed'as cheaply as any of the im- 
ported chemical products, and the proc- 
ess in given away to manufacturers.

Everybody who had any kind of a 
secondhand automobile to sell took it

@ public auction. It was a fearful and 
wonderful collection.

Every owner had carefully groomed 
the mud off his entry and had seen 
to it that it was rubbed down until it 
made the, best possible showing.

litzer had bought the Evening Dispatch 
at Sheriff's sale and effected a consoli- 
dation with the Evening Post, with the 


avowed and assured purpose of making 
a newspaper that should have the great- 
est influence and the largest circulation 
in this part of the world. 

That first number was called the Post 
and Dispatch, a name which was re- 
tained until March, 1879. It then became 
the Post-Dispatch. The publication of- 
fice was then located in a building at lll 
North Broadway, which had formerly 
been a residence and had been recently 
transformed into a place of business. It 
remains today in substantially the same 
condition as on the day this newspaper 
Was born. 

The press was of the type known to 
printers as a flat-bed. A boy fed each 
separate sheet into’ the press twice— 
once for the inside pages and once for 
outside pages—and the. large cylinder 
revolving over the type forms pressed 
the sheet upon the type, thus printing 
the newspaper. It was impossible to 
print a larger paper than faur pages on 
this press and the number printed on 
the first day was 987. That was the total 
circulation of the Post and Dispatch, in- 
cluding ‘all free and unsold copies and 
copies for files. 

The Post-Dispatch’s First Home. 
No. 111 North Broadway is a narrow 
three-story building into which not even 
that St. Louis daily newspaper which 
today has the least circulation could 
squeeze itself; yet the Post-Dispatch of 
Dec. 10, 1878, found the space ample, if 
not. too great for its needs. Not for 
long, however. From the firat isgue the 
raper founded by Joseph Pulitser grew. 
Soon a larger p wae needed and 
one was installed which would be a 
marvel to all the present generation of 
printers. It was a four-cylinder rotary, 
the first press of its type ever seen in 
this city. The type was ‘mpoged in 
forms which were called turtles ané 
which were segments of a circle of large 
4iameter. These forms were screwed 
to revolving cylinders, and when paper 
was fed from one side the inside pages 
were printed and when this paper wast 
fed from the other side the outside 
pages were printeé. Thus the inside 
and outside pages were being printed 
simultaneously and the increase in pro- 
cuction was very great. Formerly the 
paper had been printed at the rate of 
{00 an hour (two printings); now it was 
printed at the rate of 1500 an hour—an 
important advance in the circulation of 
ro perishable a product as news. 
Circulation had grown to 20,000 daily; 
edvertising had advanced from 133 col- 
umns in 1878 to 3676 columns; want ads 
had doubled in number. 


Mr. Pulitzer saw tnat the building at 
Til North Broadway would soon be too 
small forthe needs of the Post-Dis- 
patch. More presse room; more light ané 
more air for the working force were 
needed. So in 1881 he bought property 
at 613 and 515 Market street and recon 
structed it to suit the fastest-growing 
newspaper west of New York. There 
the first Hoe perfecting press seen in 
St. Louls was installed. It was only a 
*“double”’—a type which pressmen of to- 
day regard with amused contempt, a sort 
of toy press turning out 9000 complete 
eight-page papers an hour. 

Paper Outgrows Ite Second Home, 

Before long another double Hoe per- 
fecting press was set up in the new 
home of the Post-Dispatch, for the Cir- 
culation wae still growing very rapidly.

Thev 
burrowed under adjoihing buildings east 
cud west for mall room and pressroom 
space, putting off the inevitable day o* 
removal till 1902. 

Moved te Present Home in 1902. 

Not only did the removal from Market 
street to Olive street give. more space 
to an expanding staff, but press facili- 
ties were enlarged by the addition of 
a quadruple press, which later was built 
up to a sextuple—a real marvel for its 
day. It was compact and occupied mucn 
less space than would three double 
pregses, while giving a larger production 
of completed newspapers. This was a 
great benefit and economy in the tighr- 
ening: quarters on Olive street. Then, 
in 1834,-setting type by hand gave way 
to setting type by machine. Five Mer- 
genthaler linotypes were installed, re- 
ducing the space demanded by the com- 
posing room materially. 

In 1902 the daily circulation had grown 

118,596; the Sunday circulation to 197,- 

; advertising to 24,162 columns and 
want ads to the then wondrous total of 
480,220. 

It was impossible to handle so much 
business in such small quarters as 513 
Olive street, and therefore, in 1902, the 
Post-Dispatch removed to 210-212 North 
Broadway, its present location. This 
well-made building had begn erected for 
the Nicholson Grocer Co. and later oc- 
cupied as the retail store of the Sim- 
mons. Hardware Co. It was broad, 
roomy and strong. Ingenious planning 
made it ready for the Post-Dispatch, 
andthe removal was accomplished. But 
not without the expenditure of a large 
sum of money. 

Press Capacity Greatly Augmented. | 

The double presses had been built up 
to quadruples and were installed in the 
basement. The sextuple press was built 
up to an’ octuple and installed on the 
first floor; in front of it was placed a 
new. Hoe octuple, very modern in all 
its parts and capable of color printing. 
Milliens, possibly, have seen this press 
at work in the glags-inclosed pressroom 
printing the Funnyside and Magazine 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. <A Scott 
color press was also added to the equip- 
ment and later a Goss octuple. Each 
press was as difficult to erect as a 
house. Hach required firm foundation 
and had to be planned so truly that 
when set it would run without vibra- 
tion. 

The number of typesetting machines 
had increased from five to seventeen. 
The largest mailroom in the city was 
fitted up. All the workers had ample 
space and it seemed that the Post-Dis- 
patch wag in quarters that would be suf- 
ficiently large for a generation. The 
removal had cost over $50,000 for press 
foundations, press erections, boiler and 
engine emplacements and installations 
and fittings of tle various departments. 
Present Home Becomes Too Small. 

Thirteen years later that hope of quiet 
continuance at 210-212 North Broadway 
has become a vaguely remembered 
dream. Today the building is too smal! 


for the needs of the powspaper. Some 
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departments are only beginning to feel at 
the pinch, while others are frankly 
crowded. More room is a crying neces- 
sity. The once wonderfully large mail- 
room has become inadequate to the 
needs of ‘a newspaper that never ceases 


to grow. There is no more room for 
rresses and more presses are an urgent 


need. 

The numbers of typesetting machines 
has increased to 29 and more are needed, 
but there is no room for them. Daily 
circulation has grown to 181,000 (average 
for four months 1915); Sunday circula- 
tion has grown to 364,269: advertising 
has increased to 39,870 columns (for .1914) 
and want adds in 1914 total the really 
wondrous number 642,921, 

This is in brief the story of Post-Dis- 
patch growth in the four homes it hag 
occupied since its foundation in 1878. It 
began in meager quarters and has ex- 
panded to greater things; it has gained 
the greatest circulation in its territory 
and is only exceeded in Sunday circu- 
lation by two papers in New York 
and two in Chicago—defeating all the 
remainder of the country.

STATE PRINTING 


Figures at Barnes Libel Trial 
Show New York Paid $7,000,- 
000 a Year on Contracts. 


By Aesociated Press. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 4.—The pros- 
pect of seeing both Theodore Roosevelt 
and William Barnes on the witness 
stand drew another large crowd to the 
courthouse today, when the hearing 
was resumed of Barnes’ $50,000 suit 
against the Colonel for alleged libel. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, former State 
State Senator and now Assistant Sec- 
retary ot the Navy, arrived here teday, 
in answer to a summons from the 


Roosevelt, it was stated, was to testi- 
fy regarding a deadlock in the New 
York Senate which ultimately resulted 
in the election of James O’Gorman 
as United States Senator. F. D. Roose- 
velt, a Democrat, was the leader of an 
insurgent movement in the State Sen- 
ate at that time. 

F. C. Foster, Secretary of the State 
Frinting Board, called as a witness, was 
questioned about records of the Print- 
ing Board for 1909. These apparently 
showed that Oliver A. Qayle of Alba- 
ny, the lowest bidder for a legislative 
printing order, was awarded the con- 
tract. 


In reply to questions, the witness said 
he knew Quayle had no printing plant. 
The award of the contract to Quayle, 
signed by the Attcrney-Generai, State 
Comptroller and Secretary of State, 
showed that the board declared Quayle 
had the best ‘‘facilities’’ to complete 
the contract. 


Oxe Job Press, One “Kicker.”

Mrs. Clara Stricklin of 2626 Lafayette 
avenue told this afternoon, as a witness 
in Judge Jones’ court, how she saw 
Robert Bailey, 3 years old, kill her 12- 
year-old daughter, Nancy Stricklin, in 
the front yard of her home, then at 832 
Chouteau avenue, Dec. 9 last. Bailey is 
on trial for murder in the first degree. 

Bailey gave Mrs. Stricklin but one 
look as she appeared in the courtroom, 
and thereafter kept his eyes turned 
uway from her. His defense will be in- 
sanity, according to H. C. Barker and 
B. B. Watkins, the lawyers appointed to 
represent him. 

It also was indicated that Baliey’s 
lawyers might try to establish a further 
line of defense for him by showing 
that be disapproved of the way Mrs. 
Stricklin was bringing up the girl, and 
that he was concerned about the girls 
welfare from a moral and rélixious 
point of view. This was shown by 
some of the questions asked by the hiw- 
yers for the defense, anc by a direct 
statement of Mrs. Stricklin, who saic 
in ner testimony that Bailey had ac- 
cused “er of causing the gi-i to uct in- 
properly. 

Bailey Was Mission Attendant.

United States Expected to De- 
mand Ample Reparation if 
Submarine Made Attack. 


WASHINGTON, May «.—President 
Wilson had before him for consideration 
today preliminary reporta from Amer- 
ican Consul Stephens at Plymouth, tell- 
ing of the torpedoing of the American 
steamer Gulflight in the English Chan- 
nel Saturday, which resulted in the 
death of her captain. from heart disease 
and the drowning of two of her crew. 
These reports were submitted to the 
President by Secretary Bryan, who has 
directed Consul Stephens and Ambassa- 
dor Gerard at Berlin to make a thor- 
ough inquiry into the wrecking of the 
steamer. 

Although State Department officials 
who have looked into the legal phases 
ofthe matter based on the preliminary 
reports, are convinced that there was no 
excuse for the attack on the Guflight, 
Secretary Bryan reiterated his statement 
that until the official facts in the case 
ore at hand no decision would be reached 
as to the American Government's policy 
o: its representations to Germany. The 
United States, however, probably will 
demand ample reparation in case the 
inquiry discloses that a German subma- 
rine made the attack. 

Definite Proeof Awaited. 

Secretary Bryan called attention to the 
fact that the source of Consul Stephens’ 
authority was not given and that the 
messages read as if he were reporting 
on information he had heard rather than 
facts officially learned. 

Officials were careful not to take for 
granted the truth of reports that a Ger- 
man torpedo struck the Gulflight. Un- 
til-there is definite proof, no statement 
bearing on the delicate point of responsi- 
bility was deemed expedient. 


While the seriousness of the attack] 


upon the Gulflight was a matter of dis- 
cussion and speculation in official quar- 
ters generally today, the belief was held 
by high officials that the German Gov- 
ernment, if responsible, would not seek 
to justify the act, but would promptly 
agree to make amends. Ir, was pointed 
out that unless there is proof of any de- 
liberate intention on the part of the 
German submarine to attack Ameri- 
can_vessels the experiences of the Guif- 
light must be regarded as an acci- 
dent, though one for which ample rep- 
aration would be demanded.

It was in answer to this question that 
Mrs. Campbell fell back on “a woman’s 
privilege” as an excuse for misstating 
her age. 


Confused Over Name. 
She was also reminded that in her 


deposition she had said a servant named 
Paralee Quawles had been with her all 
her life until Lois was about a year and 
a half old. She admitted this was a mis- 
take and said she had meant to name 
another servant, Fannie Daley. ‘ 

‘TI was dragged here from Hot Springs 
to give that deposition,’’ she said. “I 
had undergone a serious operation and 
was very ill. Doctors told me I would 
have died in HU hours if the operation 
was not performed. I was sick and con- 
fused,’’ , 

On Ottofy’s motion, the Court struck 
out that portion of her answer in which 
she said she was “dragged here from 


Hot Springs.”’ 
Mrs. Campbell again denied she had 


ever told Sallie Fairfax, a negro serv- 
ant, that Lois was not her child. She 
repeated her statement made on the 
stand yesterday that she had never 
known Sallie Fairfax.

Mrs. Campbell was asked if she and 

Campbell were not living at.1027 Leffing- 
well avenue before they were married. 
An objection was sustained. 
She denied that she had been for sev- 
eral years anxious for the birth of an 
heir and denied that she had asked sis- 
ters of a religious order to pray that she 
might have an heir. It was not until 
after she knew, she said, that she was 
to be a mother that she asked the sisters 
to pray for her. 

She denied that she went to Texas 
before she went to New York in March, 
1893. Her recollection was that they 
went to New York the first week in 
March, or maybe the eighth or ninth 
day of the month, not as late as March 
15, as testified to by the sisters of St. 
Vincent’s Seminary. 

Confronted by a statement in her dep- 
Osition that Paralee Quawles had been 
her maid from her birth until a year 
and a half after the birth of Lois, she 
said she had made a mistake, as the 
woman had died several years before 
Lois was born. She attributed her mis- 
take to the fact that she was ill, suf- 
fering and confused at the time that 
her deposition was taken. 

Mrs. Campbell said she began having 
maternity gowns made at about the 
third month. 

Statements in her deposition that she 
and Mr. Campbell did not move to the 
Grand Hotel in New York from the Hol- 
land House until after the birth of the 
child were attributed by her to her ill 
health and confusion of mind when the 
deposition was taken. 

The fact was, she said, that they 
moved from the Holland to the Grand 
the day after their arrival in New York 
because the quarters at the Holland did 
not suit Campbell.

A 
dispatch from Berlin in yesterday's 
New York papers stated that this ex- 
planation of Germany's attitude was 
resented, especially by Count Ernest 
Reventlow, military expert of the 
Deutsche Tages Zeitung, and also in 
Die Post. 

Dr. Dernberg’s reply follows: 

“Although it is known to the 
American press, it may not be known 
to the general public that the two 
papers cited reprpsent a ‘somewhat 
extreme conservative faction of no 
very large following. Whoever 
wants to find out about the German 
opinion at large must consult such

ON THE AISNE, April 30.—The officer who acted as my guide and 
cicerone agsures me I am the first civilian who has been permitted to enter 
Soissons since last September. Before we started IT was told quite frankly 


that military authorities accepted no responsibility for consequence of my 
excursion, fer though Soissons is in possession of French it is under almost 


things interesting for the handful of in- 
habitants who remain. Every now and 
then German gunners apparently for no 
reason save pure deviltry drop a few 
shells into the middle of the town. They 
argue, no doubt, that it keeps them 
hopeful and from becoming ennuted and 
gives them something to think about. 

The ridge on the French side of the 
river is literally honeycombed with 
quarries, tunnels and caverns, many of 
the subterranean chambers being of 
‘'arge and curiously formed as grottoes 
in the mammonth cave of Kentucky. 
Being weather proof as well as bomb 
proof, the French have turned them to 
excellent account, utilizing them for 
barracks, ammunition stores, fire contro! 
stations, hospitals and even stables. In, 
fact I can recall few stranger sights 
than that of a long.line of helmeted 
horsemen comprising a whole squadron 
of dragoons disappearing into the mouth 
of one. of these caverns like a gigantic 
snake crawling into its lair. 


Visits Secret Observatory. 

Leaving our cars three miles from the 
outskirts of Soissons, we pushed our 
way through dense undergrowth up a 
hillside until we came quite suddenly 
upon the yawning mouth of a tunnel 
which, I surmised, passed completely 
under thé summit of the ridge. Grop- 
ing our way through inky blackness for 
perhaps an eighth of a mile we sud- 
denly emerged into the blinding glare of 
sunlight and found ourselves in one of 
those secret observatories .from which 
French artillerists keep an unceasing 
watch on the movements of the enemy, 
and by means of telephones, direct and 
control the fire of their own batteries 
with incredible accuracy. 

This particular ‘‘observatoire’” was in 
the mouth of the tunnel and hence was 
eniirely safe from detection by German 
aviators, while its front had been so 
cleverly screened with branches and foli- 
age that it would defy the keenest eye 
a thousand feet away. Pinned to the 
earthen walls were contour maps and 
fire control charts. Powerful telescopes 
mounted on tripods brought the Ger- 
man trenches on the heights across the 
river so close that had a soldier shown 
himself we could almost have seen the 
spike upon his helmet. A military tele- 
phonist with receivers clamped to his 
ears sat at a switchboard and pushe1 
buttons or pulled out pegs just as would 
» telephone girl in a hotel on Fifth 
avenue. 

An officer in a smart uniform of dart: 
blue with scarlet facing of the artillerv 
service, beckoned me to come forward 
and indicated a small opening in a 
screen of branches. ‘Look through 
there,’’ he said, ‘but please be ex- 
tremely careful not to show yourself or 
to shake branches. That hill side op- 
posite us is dotted with enemy observa- 
tories just as this hillside is dotted with 
ours, and thev are constantly searching 
this ridge with powerful glasses in hope 
of spotting us and shelling us out. Thus 
far thev have not been able to locate us 
We have had better luck, however, for 
we have spotted two of their fire con- 
trol stations and cleared them out.”’ 


Army There, but No Sign of Life. 
As I was, by no means hankering to 
have a storm of sharpnel bursting 
about my head I was careful not to do 
auything which might attract attention 
of any German with a telescope glued to 
los eye. Peering cautiously through the 
the opening in the screen 6f bushes | 
fcund myself looking down upon the 
winding course of the Aisne and upo” 
the white walls and pottery roofs of 
Soissons, clustered on its further bank, 
directly back of the town rose a steep 
ridge, its flanks already green with 
grass but its green was slashed across 
by many zZ2ig-zag yellow lines which 
might have been roads or paths but 
which I knew were German trenches. 
But although those trenches sheltered 
an invading army, not a sign of life 
vas to be seen. 

The landscape seemed absolutely de- 
serted. But on the other side of that 
ridge we knew German batteries were 
posted just as French guns were sta- 
tioned out of sight back of the ridge on 
which I stood. This artillery warfare 
is after all but a gigantic edition of 
the old-fashioned game of hide and 
seek. When you see your opponent, 
however, instead of tapping him on the 
shoulder and saying politely: “I see 
you,” you try to kill him with a three- 
inch shell, 

The officer in command at this point 
was anxious to give a cemenstration 
of the accuracy with which his gun- 
riers could land on the German solar 
p.exus until he learned that we were 
gcing iftto the town. Then he changed 
his mind. 

“They've been quiet for several hours 
now,” he said, ‘‘and if you are going 
across the river it’s just as well not tc 
stir them up. You will probably get a 
little excitement anyway, for they 
usually drop a few shelis into town 
about sunset—just before knocking off 
for dinner.’’ . 

Cottages Scarred by Shell Fire. 
This was not exactly cheerful news, 
for it was then 4:3 p. m. Slipping 
through an opening in the screen ci foll- 
age which masked the observatoire we 
found ourselves at the beginning of the 
communication trench which led diag- 
onally down the hillside to the river.

river, we still had before 
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us a mile or more of cobble-paved 
highroad lined on either side by cot- 
tages, all of which showed signs of 
shells fire. Some pad shattered roofs, 
and plaster on the walls of others was 
pock-marked* with buliets. Here fight- 
ing had been desperate and bloody. 

- But over garden walls strayed blos- 
som-ladeh branches of peach, cherry 
and apple trees. The air was heavy 
with their fragrance. Black and jwhite 


,cattle grazed contentedly knee 


in‘ the grass of a nearby meadow. 
Pigeons cooed and chattered on hous:- 
tops. 

By an open window an old woman 
with a large white’ cat in her lap sat 
knitting. As she knitted she looked out 
«cross biossming hillsides to the sky- 
linc where the invaders lay entrenched 
and waiting. I wonder what she was 
thinking about. She must have remem- 
bered quite distinctly when jae Ger- 
Inans came to Soissens for the first 
time 45 years ago, and of how 
they shot the townsmen in the public 
square. A few years ago the people 
of Soiszons erected a. monument to 
those murdered citizens: When this 
war is over they will have some more 
names to add to those already carved 
on its base.

Another Cabinet Conference 
Called Following German 
Ambassador's Offers. 


By Associated Press. 

ROME, May 4.—In view of the inter- 
national situation the King and his Min- 
isters cannot leave the capital to be 
present at the unveiling of the Garibaldi 
monument at Quarto Sant ’Elena. This 
was the text of a note issued after the 
meeting of the Cabinet yesterday. Its 
publication produced a profound effect 
upon public opinion. 

Abandonment of the plan for the par- 
ticipation of King Victor Bmmanuel and 
high Government officials in the ceremo- 
nies attendant on the unveiling is be- 
lieved to have been the result of the call 

made by Prince yon Buelow, the German 
Ambassador, on Foreign Minister Son- 
nino Sunday night. The details of this 
conference are supposed to have been 
presented at the meeting of the Cabinet, 
the call for which was not issued until 
yesterday morning. The Ministers as- 


lasted four hours. All the Ministers 
were promptly on hand except Minister 
of Justice Orlando, who was absent from 
Rome, but he returned in time to take 
part in some of the deliberations. 
Minister Visits Germans, 

Immediately after the council closed 
Baron Sonnino, who called on the King, 
before the session was opened, went ‘to 
the consulate, where the First Secretary 
of the German .embassy awaited him. 
After receiving a verbal communication 
from the Baron, the Secretary hastened 
to the Villa Malta, the private residence 
of Prince von Buelow, while Foreign 
Minister Sonnino called upon the King 
for the second time. 

These events are interpreted in many 
ways in political circles, but the cen- 
sors have forbidden the transmission of 
all comment. Correspondents are per- 
mitted to say, however, that Prince von 
Buelow made new. proposals Sunday 
night to Baron Sonnino. These pro- 
posals were submitted to the Cabinet 
Ministers, who will hold another council 
today. 

The press is unanimous in declaring 
the abandonment of the King’s trip to 
Quarto has in no way altered the Gov- 
ernment’s decisions.

Years for Violation of Oleo Law, 
Succumbs to Dropsy. 
The funeral of: Raymond A. Martens 
of 5030 Wells avenue, a convicted oleo 


dealer, who died of dropsy Sunday in 
the Federal prison at Fort Leavenworth, 


will be held in St. Louis. 
Martens, on Jan. 31, last, was sen- 
tenced to two years in prison and fined 


$5000 for persistent and extensive viola-

His brother, Gus- 
tav H. Martens, was fined $100 and sen- 
tenced to 30 days in the St. Charlies 
jail. Another brother, Dr. E. J. Mar- 
tens, was summoned to his bedside at 
prison, but arrived after he died.

: + Conbtentios of P-A-Y-E and 
as-You-Leave Saves Time on 
the Cleveland 3-Cent Cars 


City’s Street Railroad Commis- 
sioner Says System Is Effec- 
tive in Rush Hours. 


CLEVELAND, May  4.—Cleveland’s 
also pay-as-you-leave cars. 

‘Passengers picked up in little groups 
at every crossing by cars .coming from 
the residential districts into the city 
center, pay their fares as they enter. 

Passengers surging into at the 
downtown loops to get home tq supper 
don’t stop to pay as they enter; they 
pay as they leave, a few at every street 
crossing. 

Peter Witt, Street Railroad Commis- 
sioner, who conceived this plan, says it 
saves 60 to 90 seconds in loading each 
car on the downtown loops during rush 
hours. A little of this saving is some- 
times lost in discharging passengers, 
but by that time the car is off the very 
crowded loop and on its own line. If 
it loses any time the time is ite own 
solely; it isn’t holding back a number 
of other cars from other lines, all hurry- 
ing to get around the city loops and 
away on thelr several straightaway 
tripa, 

' Headway Between Cara. 

Mr. Witt says the longest headway 
between cars on any Cleveland line is 
three minutes; it runs from that down to 
30 seconds. Necessarily the cars can’t 
be permitted to wasts any time on the 
city center loops. In fact, one of the 
first things Mr. Witt did, after he took 
office as Street Railroad Commissioner, 
was to establish new loops, now eight 
in number, to relieve the congestion 
around City Square. 

When he announced his pay-as-you- 
leave plan for outgoing cars 
rush hours, railroaa men laughed at it; 
said it wouldn’t work. But it did. 

“Shamefully Overcrowded Cars.” 

It did not, however, abolish strap- 
hanging. “Our cars are shamefully 
overcrowded during rush ‘hours,” Mr. 
Witt hastened to explain. “Between 
5 and 6 in the evening, when all 
downtown is hurrying to get home, 
and everybody determined to get onto 
the first car, they jam our cars quite 
as indecently as they do the cars of 
any other city. Our ‘peak’ load, dur- 
ing that hour, runs up to 100,000 pas- 
sengers. If they were willing to. wait 
for seats, we could seat and carry 
all out of the city center to 
the homes during that hour. But they 
won’t wait an hour; they won't wait 
a minute. Many of them won't even 
walk the length of the first car back 
to the door of the trailer, when the 
first car is jam full and the trailer 
has empty seats. I used to think our 
people wanted seats in street cars. 
I have become convinced they don’t.

Far more modest than the consoll- | 
dators of St. Louis’ several traction 
lines, whose capitalization towers well 
above $100,000,000, containing more than 
$70,000,000 of water, the Cleveland pro- 
moters had capitalized their properties 
at the mere bagatelle of $33,000,000, of 
which only $16,000,000 was water. 


In order to get the city’s guarantee 
of freedom to charge rates that would 
enable them to earn 6 per vent on the in- 
vestment, the stockholders submitted to 
have this, $33,000,000 shaved down to a 
trifle over $24,000,000, of which Mr. Witt 
said $17,000,000 represented the physical 
value of the property, and the other $7,-

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when the seats were all taken?” 

“IT have wanted to, but didn’t dare. 
We may come to something like that 
hereafter.” 

This is the general rule on Euro- 
pean street railways; but of course 
it can be worked only with enough 
cars in hand to carry the business 
offered without unreasonable delay. 
And Cleveland has hardly more than 
half enough cars—though in this re- 
spect its street railway system com- 
pares .favorably with any other in 
America. If all the Cleveland street 
cars were lined up, waiting for the 
evening rush to begin, they could not 
seat more than two-thirds of. the 
100,000 passengers outbound at that 
hour, And of course it would be im- 
possible to adopt any such arrange- 
ment. The only way to get a seat 
for every passenger is to provide the 
seats, available within a reasonable 
time, and forbid passengers standing. 
Europe's municipally owned traction sys- 
tems do this, and they have no trouble 
in enforcing the rule denying admit- 
tance to additional passengers when 
the seats are all occupied. “It’s all a 
matter of habit,” said Mr, Witt. “Our 
people have been trained, since we 
had street cars, to crowd into the 
first car that came along, and to 
expect that a third to a half of them 
must stand. It will take a long time, 
probably, to correct that habit, after 
we get to where we can provide seats 
for all.” 

The typical Cleveland street car is a 
big one, seating 57 passengers, and 
during rush hours drawing a trailer 
of equal capacity. Each of tne new 
itype cars, which are now a majority 
of all on the main lines, has the side- 
door arrangement, as on the newer 8t. 
Louis cars, but has two side doors in- 
stead of only one, as in St. Louis. One 
of the two doors is for passengers en- 
tering, the other for passengers getting 
out. Mr. Witt says this device saves 
time and prevents accidents. 

Street Car Costs $6000. 

Thies Cleveland type of car costa 
$6000. Mr. Witt says it is run at a cost, 
for electric power, of only 2 cents per 
mile. His car mileage sheets showed 
as much mileage fecorded in the dull 
months of January and February, 1916, 
as in the same months of 94. He 
was asked if the system had not suf- 
fered a loss of traffic during the hard 
times caused by the European war. 

“We have,” he replied, “but we didn't 
lay off cars or men. We let the com- 
pany retain the penny formerly refund- 
ed on presentation of transfers, in or- 
der to keep the men employed.” 

Cleveland is said to have hed 63,000 
idle workmen and workwomen dur- 
ing the passing winter; but none of 
them was let out by the privately 
owned and municipally controlled street 
railway system, 

‘‘We have more cars per mile of track 
than any other city in the world,” Mr, 
Witt said. "Thirteen hundred cars for 
325 miles.” 

“And your longest ride for a 3-cent 
fare?’ 

“Is 11 miles. We lose money on that. 
But the short rides average it up.”

Intemperance in their cases ts ichiihes 3 as much 
a symptom of weakness as a contributing 
cause. It is the most obvious symptom. 

War, with its imperative demand for energy, 
promptness and conscientious care, makes more 
conspicuous weaknesses which existed, but were 
overlooked, in peace. Doubtless it increases their 
effects. * 

Regardless, however, of other causes and of 
the emphasis war puts upon efficiency, it is im- 
possible to ignore the weighty testimony to the 
menace of intemperance submitted in the reports 


They testify to actual drunkenness on the part 
of men in positions of grave responsibility and to 
idleness and recklessness caused by drink, which 
seriously threatens the safety as well-as the effi- 
ciency of the British army and navy. 

The fact that war intensifies the evils of drink 
does not in any degree minimize its consequences. 
While they are not so conspicuous or so directly 
disastrous and menacing to national safety in 
peace as in war, their effects are not less dam- 
aging. Intemperance lowers the standard of man- 
hood and womanhood, decreases efficiency and 
causes profound social demoralization. 

. Prohibition might be enforced during war times 

—at least upon all who are connected with military 
forces—through martial law and discipline. Under 
stress of war it might be extended to civilian 
liquor supplies. In Europe, however, while Rus- 
sia has abandoned her monopolized sale of vodka 
and certain restrictions are placed upon the sale 
of liquor, there is little likelihood of prohibition 
in our sense of the word. The Europeans regard 
light wines and beer as temperance drinks. The 
armies in the field have their drink rations, with; 
of course, strict disciplinary regulations as to 
drunkenness. ° 

Whatever may be done on account of war, we 
de not belleve prohibition solves the problem. 
But we do believe that the solution of the prob- 
lem is one of the greatest possible achievements. 
If the European war, through fits revelation of the 
vast evils of intemperance, and its directing of the 
best minds to the problem, shall contribute to 
its solution, war will be a blessing in disguise. 
There will be compensation for the vast waste of 
this greatest of ware if the feet of mankind are 
put in the path of moderation.

THAT USHER-MADE ‘‘ALLIANOCE.’’ 

The assertion that a secret alliance exists be- 
tween this country and England, the most absurd 
of all the propositions advanced by an BHastern 
periodical which is conducting a pro-German 
propaganda in this country and viciously attack- 
ing the administration, is made directly on the 
authority of Prof. R. G. Usher of St. Louis. 

Mr. Usher tells the Post-Dispatch that an un- 
derstanding of this sort was once entered into, 
but he doesn’t assert that it is in effect now. 
His “Pan-Germanism” book states that this 
agreement was reached “probably before the 
summer of 1897.” The book further sets forth 
that “the alliance, for it was nothing else, was 
based on infinitely firmer ground than written 
words,” which is to say that the charge that an 
alliance existed was based on absolutely nothing 
at all. 

Not only is there no such thing now, but there 
could not be an understanding of the sort. 

_ To make such a charge betrays abysmal igno-

NE hundred nd sixty.years ago, 
Samuel Johnson, the English 
writer, startled the English- 

speaking world by publishing his dic- 
tionary, which defined the amazing 
number of 60,000 words! This was the 
first really great dict. “of the En- 
glish language, and it wa@S acclaimed as 
being remarkably complete. Its prede- 
cessors were left so far behind that they 
dropped out of existence. 

Bullokar was the first to attempt a 
real English dictionary. He completed 
his labors in 1615, and the following 
year his work was published under the 
title of ‘‘Compleat English Dictionary.’’ 
It contained 6080 words, many of which 
are now obsolete. Although the English 
tongue has been tremendously enriched 
since BulloKkar’s day, his work was even 
then far from being so “compleat” as he 
claimed in the title. 

In the middie of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, Bullokar was eclipsed as an au- 
thority by Thomas Blount, whose 
*“‘Glossographia” contained less than 10,- 
000 words. Soon afterward Blount was 
superseded by HDdward Phillips, whose 
dictionary, “A New World of English 
Words,” defined 18,000 words. This dic- 
tionary passed through a number of 
editions, and by the beginning of the 
eighteenth century it contained 20,000 
words. 

This remained the’record until Samuel 
Johnson began his lexicographical re- 
searches. For eight years the man who 
ae “Rasselas” in a week to pay for 
his mother’s funeral, wrestled with the 

rpat problems connected with the or- 
gin and growth of the English tongue, 
and when he published his dictionary of 
50,000 words he was thought to have es- 
tablished a record which could scarcely 
be surpassed. 

Johnson’s dictionary’ remained the su- 
preme authority for nearly three-quar- 
ters of a century. Then came. Noah 
Webster, an American lexicographer, 
who in 1828 published a dictionary in two 
volumes containing 160,000 words. A little 
later Joseph Emerson Worcester, a na- 
tive of New Hampshire, produced his 
“Comprehensive Pronouncing and Ex- 
planatory English Dictionary,” with 16,- 
000 words. After that many new editions 
of both Webster and Worcester vied 
with each other for supremacy. In 1800 
Worcester published his great quarto.

containing over 300,000 words was pub- 
ished. The latest dictionaries contain 
nearly half a million words, and, at the 
rresent rate of growth of the English 
language, it is likely that the half-mil- 
lion mark wil! » passed within a few 
Years, 

The present war is likely to have the 
effect of accelerating the growth of ‘the 
language by adopting and incorporating 
many words of French, German and 
Russian origin. Of the 3500 languages 
and sublanguages now spoken by the 
people of the world, English leads all 
wthers among the European tongues 
German comes second, Russian third, 
French fourth, Spanish fifth, with Ital 
ian a close sixth and Portuguese sevy- 
enth.
